Austin, Tex., July 31.—The pros in 
their conference today continued to 
make a noise like harmony, the har­ 
mony of a chorus.

^arrived for resubmission of the pro­ 
hibition question. Instead, they will 
ask for an investigation by the legis­ 
lature, in order, they say, that the 
people may be advised of the frauds, 
and in order that it may be known 
what changes should be made in the 
election Haws. A concurrent resolution 
bals been drafted for such investiga­ 
tion. The prohibition senators cau­ 
cused upon this during the afternoon. 
Once again, all seventeen members 
attended the caucus and pledged them 
selves to support the resolution. They 
are to caucus tomorrow morning, and 
it is planned to offer the resolution 
during the day.

Dead man tell no tales. Henry O. 
Havemeyer, founder 
and for 
thirty 
.'ears czar of the sugar 
trust, 
can 
make no 
retort to the minions now 
charging to him all 
the illegal bets 
ot the trust. It is hardly to be d o u s ­ 
ed, in view of the record, that Have­ 
meyer 
was an 
undesirable 
citizen. 
But his partners of a few years ago, 
who now 
charge to him 
every mis­ 
deed of thirty years' history of sugar 
monopoly, 
would 
seem to pay 
him 
very 
high 
tribute. 
That one man 
could devise so many projects rn cor­ 
ruption and distortion of better ideals 
and impose his 
will so absolutely on 
such a horde of 
weak-willing subor­ 
dinates, is at 
least difficult of belief. 
It is little more 
than a year since 
a sensational magazine story of -part­ 
nership between the sugar tru st and 
the .Mormon -church was 
denounced 
as the acme of muckraking. 
Yet un­ 
der the cold analysis of congression­ 
al investigation 
it is admitted

true. 
No less a person 
than Joseph 
F. Smith, president of the church, has

On the pertext of serving beet sugar, 
the tariff schedule was 
adjusted to 
the needs ol the refining trust and to 
its designs of gathering in immense 
profits.
